History  of  Franklin  College

"N  1834,  under  the  leadership  of  Henry 
Bradley,  of  Indianapolis;  Louis  Morgan, 
of  Shelby  County ;  Samuel  Harding,  of 
Franklin,  and  William  Rees,  of  Delphi, 
Franklin  College  was  founded.  It  was  first 
a  "Manual  Labor  Institute,"  but  in  1844  be- 
came a  college.  Franklin  progressed  rapidly 
under  its  first  President,  Rev.  George  C.  Chandler.  When  the  Civil  War  began, 
most  of  the  young  men  enlisted  and  the  college  was  closed.  In  1869,  with  Rev. 
H.  L.  Wayland,  D.  D.,  as  President,  Franklin  reopened.  In  1872  Rev.  W.  T. 
Stott  was  elected  President  and  the  raising  of  an  endowment  fund  began. 
During  his  time  Stott  Hall  was  built,  and  later  the  Library.  Each  year  saw  an 
increase  in  students  and  interest. 

In  1905,  Doctor  Bryan,  of  Indiana  University,  was  chosen  President.  His 
first  step  was  to  change  the  form  of  organization,  and  the  College  Board  was 
formed.  Three  buildings — the  girls'  dormitory,  gymnasium  and  heating  plant 
were  erected.  During  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Elijah  Hanley,  Franklin  became 
recognized  as  the  foremost  secondary  college  in  Indiana,  in  her  standards  of 
efficiency,  high  ideals  and  culture. 

In  the  spring  of  1917,  Charles  E.  Goodell,  of  Denison  University,  was 
chosen  President.  He  is  perfecting  "Alumni  organizations,"  carrying  on  ex- 
tensive field  work,  and  furthering  plans  for  a  new  Science  building.  Is  is 
an  established  fact  that  he  will  accomplish  his  one  ambition — "A  Greater 
Franklin. ' '

The  Melting  Point

ID  you,  honestly,  see  'Snapper'  speak  to  Bill?" 

The  question  came  from  red-haired  little  "Blunt"  Redmond,  who 
has  quartered  for  four  years  to  the  glory  and  touchdowning  of  the  Blue 
and  Gold.

day ;  only  ' '  Snapper, ' '  of  all  the  number,  came  to  chapel. 

In  his  Junior  year,  the  Kaiser  decided  in  brief  that  he  owned  the  world. 
Not  the  Kaiser's  junior  year — "Snapper's."  This  was  unwise  of  the  would-be 
world  owner,  for  he  had  not  reckoned  on  ' '  Snapper ' '  and  a  huge  host  of  fighting 
spirits  of  the  same  breed  and  sinew. 

Just  before  he  marched  away  with  the  first  volunteers,  all  the  fraternity 
boys  bent  their  heads  together  for  one  common  object.  "Snap"  must  not  leave 
without  absolute  peace  in  his  heart  toward  everybody.  Everybody  loved  him. 
And  he  loved  everybody,  despite  the  overflow  of  Irish  blood  that  surged  through 
his  veins.  That  is,  he  loved  everybody  but  slow-moving  old  Bill  Melton. 
Bill  Melton  had  opposed  him,  he  claimed,  by  virtue  of  one  move.  Bill  insisted 
on  studying  "Lit"  with  none  other  than  "Snapper's"  one  idol — Betty  Billings. 
True,  Betty  disclaimed  any  affection  for  Bill,  other  than  a  warm  admiration. 
But  it  was  just  enough  to  cause  the  fighting  soul  of  William  H.  Howard  to  froth 
and  foam,  and  finally  to  demand  the  return  of  his  queer-shaped  Zeta  pin.

His  boys  knew  something  was  wrong  and  scurried  back 
to  the  trench — leaving  poor  'Snap'.  You've  heard  me  speak  of  Bill  Melton. 
He,  was  in  the  same  college  with  '  Snap '  eighteen  months  ago.  Well,  Bill  came 
along  and  heard  the  boys  say  that  somebody  musta  'got'  the  Captain.  And 
despite  every  warning,  that  big,  hulking  private  crawled  over  the  top  and  began 
to  hunt  'Snap'.  It  was  an  awful  smear,  I  guess.  Dust  and  dead  bodies  and 
all  the  rest  of  the  hell  of  it.  But  Bill  stuck  and  used  his  'flasher'  and  found 
the  Captain — -half  dead.

RANKLIN  COLLEGE  was  too  deeply 

affected  by  the  war  to  put  out  the 
successful  football  team  which  critics 
had  predicted  the  year  before.  The  loss  of 
such  men  as  Lowery,  Hamilton,  Shafer, 
Bowen  and  Bailey — men  of  all-state  caliber 
— was  too  great.  Their  places  could  not 
effectually  be  taken  by  Freshmen  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year.  However,  the  wearers 
of  the  Gold  and  Blue  proved  that  they  were 
made  of  the  right  stuff  before  the  season 
was  over,  and  after  all  was  said  and  done, 
it  was  as  successful  as  many  other  seasons 
of  past  years. 

College  opened  just  four  days  before 
Franklin  huskies  lined  up  against  Indiana 
University.  Indiana  had  little  trouble  pil- 
ing up  a  50  to  0  score,  but  Franklin  players 
fought  every  inch  of  the  game.  Lack  of 
training  showed  from  the  start.  The  "football  education"  the  men  received 
in  this  game,  however,  was  worth  the  defeat.  A  Aveek  later  they  got  their 
second  taste  of  "education,"  when  Purdue  handed  them  a  trimming  by  a 
score  of  54  to  0. 

Then  came  the  comeback.  In  the  first  I.  C.  A.  L.  game,  which  proved  to 
be  a  real  thriller,  Franklin  defeated  Earlham  at  Franklin,  20  to  14.  "Spud" 
Campbell  was  the  find  of  the  Earlham  game.  Due  to  his  phenomenal  work, 
victory  was  inevitable.  Too  much  Georgetown  mud  and  too  much  Georgetown 
football  defeated  the  Gold  and  Blue  there,  33  to  0. 

The  boys  failed  to  have  the  old-time  punch  in  the  first  five  minutes  of  the 
Butler  game,  and  when  they  did  brace,  Butler  had  put  the  game  away  on  ice 
with  a  six-point  lead.  "Cully's"  rabbit  foot  and  rain  were  about  the  only 
features  of  the  game. 

The  best  brand  of  football  of  the  whole  season  was  exhibited  at  Terre 
Haute,  when  the  Gold  and  Blue  battled  the  I.  C.  A.  L.  champions  in  their 
own  back  yard,  and  came  out  with  the  short  end  of  a  12  to  6  score.  Beck  was 
the  iron  man  here.

The  Basketball  Season — 1918 


T 


vHIS  is  the  year  that  Franklin  College 
"stepped  out"  in  basket-hall  circles  of 
the  State  in  a  way  that  will  never 
be  forgotten.  The  Franklin  team  holds  un- 
disputed claim  to  the  I.  C.  A.  L.  champion- 
ship for  1918.  We  are  more  than  proud  of 
this  year's  team  because  they  not  only 
started  the  season  against  great  odds,  but 
they  also  fought  their  way  to  the  goal  they 
gained  like  true  sportsmen.  Their  games 
were  characterized  by  the  good  "old  time 
scrap ' '  that  won  for  them  the  name  of 
"Franklin's  Fighting  Five." 

The  only  game  played  before  the  hol- 
idays was  with  Central  Normal,  on  the  home 
floor.  .  Knoop  showed  us  that  he  had  the 
"makin's"  of  a  real  scoring  man.  The  re- 
sult was  a  victory,  21  to  41. 

After  Christmas,  the  Tenth  Infantry 
was  taken  over  by  a  27  to  18  score.  On 
January  19th,  our  team  journeyed  to  Richmond ;  there  the  Quakers  were  pre- 
pared for  them,  and  they  met  their  first  defeat  by  a  score  of  21  to  38.  Perhaps 
the  best  brand  of  basket-ball  that  has  been  seen  on  the  home  floor  since  the 
Wabash  game  of  1916  was  played  in  the  DePauw  game  of  January  31.  Not 
a  man  on  the  team  was  "in  condition,"  but  they  "got  together"  and  DePauw 
fell  to  the  tune  of  33  to  24.  rlatton  and  Campbell  were  the  stars  of  the  game. 
Both  covered  the  floor  in  lightning  flashes,  and  neither  found  difficulty  in  hit- 
ting the  basket,  A  week  later,  with  neither  Hatton  nor  Knoop  on  the  squad, 
another  victory  over  DePauw  was  added  to  the  list,  much  to  the  chagrin  of  the 
"loyal  Methodists."     Blackwell  showed  real   'varsity  stuff  in  this  game. 

Franklin  played  three  title  games  this  year.  The  first  was  with  Earl- 
ham,  February  15,  when  the  Gold  and  Blue  got  sweet  revenge  to  the  tune  of 
20  to  12.  Wabash  came  next,  on  February  21,  and  was  handed  the  short  end 
of  a  29  to  25  score.     This  settled  the  I.  C.  A.  L.  championship. 

Butler  was  trimmed  at  Indianapolis  the  day  after,  23  to  16.  Then  came 
the  third  title  game — with  Purdue — and  Purdue  won,  48  to  29,  but  not  until 
Smart  had  been  taken  out  before  he  had  played  five  minutes,  on  personals. 
This  broke  up  the  defense,  which  had  been  excellent  up  to  that  time.

He  had  to  drop  out  of  a  few  games  in  the  middle 
of  a  successful  season,  but  he  gives  real  promise  for  next  year.  He  showed  more 
real  stuff  than  any  Freshman  who  has  ever  made  the  'varsity. 

E3 ari,  Campbell. — ' ' Spud. ' ' 

Guard.  Fastest  floor  guard  that  ever  lived,  or  at  least  he  will  be  if  he 
keeps  on  like  he  started  this  year.  Besides  a  real  strong  defensive  man,  he  made 
more  field  goals  than  any  other  man  on  the  team.  He  has  a  scrappiness  about 
him  that  fools  the  forwards  on  the  other  team  in  a  way  that  does  the  Franklin 
fans  good.     Hurrah  for  "Spud"!

Hatton  and  Blackwell  are  players  of  equal  ability,  and  that's  a  compliment  to 
both  of  them. 

Ezra  Knoop. — "Button." 

Center.  "Button"  doesn't  say  much,  but  he  plays.  The  big  two-hundred 
pounder,  from  New  Bethel,  was  a  ' '  fighting  fool ' '  in  most  of  the  games.  His  eye 
for  the  basket  was  phenomenal  at  times.

Center.  He  arrived  just  in  time  to  take  Knoop 's  place  when  Knoop  dropped 
out  of  school  for  two  weeks.  He  found  himself  in  the  second  DePauw  game,  and 
in  the  Wabash  game  he  literally  went  wild.  Five  field  goals  in  as  many  seconds 
was  almost  a  record.  He  is  six  feet  four  inches  in  height,  and  weighs  well  over 
two  hundred  pounds.  His  "mile  across  the  shoulders"  stopped  many  an  op- 
posing player.

FRANKLIN  would  have  been  one  of  the  big 
schools  of  the  State  in  track,  both  this  and 
last  year,  had  it  not  been  for  the  disorganiza- 
tion caused  by  the  war.  Bailey,  Bowen,  Hallie, 
Hamilton,  Nelp,  Lowery  and  Con  Hamilton  had  won 
recognition  of  a  more  than  creditable  nature  the  year 
before.  They  answered  the  call  for  men,  though, 
just  as  spring  athletics  was  beginning  to  boom,  and 
without  them,  of  course,  the  schedule  had  to  be 
dropped. 

The  disorganization  of  last  year  could  not  help 
but  have  a  weakening  effect  on  this  year's  men,  but 
the  athletes  who  were  left  in  school  and  the  super- 
abundance of  material  in  the  Freshman  class,  prom- 
ised to  show  up  exceptionally  well  as  the  season  be- 
gan. Charles  Cross,  '19,  of  Lebanon,  -was  elected 
captain  of  this  year's  thinly  clads,  and  equal  credit 
for  the  work  of  the  men  goes  to  him  and  Coach 
Thurber.

Both  Butler  and  Hanover  had  strong  teams 
last  year,  and  the  best  Franklin  could  do  at  their 
hands  was  to  get  beat,  This  Franklin  did  in  good 
style,  too.  Manaugh,  of  Hanover,  who  led  the 
husky  Hoosiers  in  their  attack  here,  was  largely 
instrumental  in  the  Franklin  defeat,  He  proved 
to  be  one  of  the  best  players  ever  seen  on  a  local 
court, 

The  inter-class  tournament  attracted  consid- 
erable interest.  Most  of  the  players  in  the  school 
were  represented,  and  the  best  won  out.  Cre- 
craft 's  slow,  but  accurate,  work  gave  him  a  victory, 
but  not  until  he  had  met  a  worthy  foe  in  "Polly" 
Smith,  a  player  Avith  plenty  of  dash,  but  at  times, 
it  seemed,  a  little  too  much  bard  luck. 

Esther  Closson  won  the  girls'  tournament, 
held  later  in  the  year.  She  played  Mary  Teagar- 
din  in  the  finals.  A  good  brand  of  tennis  was  ex- 
hibited all  through  the  tourney. 

There  promises  to  be  a  revival  of  interest  in  tennis  this  year  that  will 
produce  champion  teams  in  seasons  to  come.

Things  were  in  fair  shape  for  a  successful  season  when  the 
team  reported  after  spring  vacation.

PERICLESIAN  Literary  Society  has  had  a  checkered  career.  Founded 
by  five  men,  on  January  11,  1853,  it  is  the  oldest  literary  society  on  the 
campus ;  likewise  it  has  died  the  most  times.  Like  the  proverbial  cat,  now* 
ever,  it  has  always  come  back  with  a  kick.  The  Society  died  first  in  '61,  when 
the  men  left  school  to  join  the  Union  Army.  One  of  the  founders  became  a 
general,  one  a  major  and  one  a  captain  in  the  army. 

Periclesian  came  back  to  life  shortly  after  the  war,  and  between  then  and 
1900,  by  actual  count,  died  four  times.  In  this  century  the  Society  has  had  a 
similar  existence.  It  was  absent  from  the  campus  last  year,  although  an  inde- 
pendent society  met  in  Perclesian  Hall.  Under  the  leadership  of  President 
Goodell,  however,  the  society  has  staged  a  real  "come-back"  this  year,  and  it  is 
now  as  strong  as  is  the  other  literary  society  on  the  campus. 

The  big  event  of  the  year  in  literary  circles  was  the  Perielesian-Webster 
debate,  to  the  winner  of  which  the  star  prize  of  five  dollars  was  given.  The 
lvadvent  of  Periclesian  on  the  campus  this  year  has  meant  much  to  the  College 
in  debating.  Already  the  students  are  beginning  to  take  some  of  the  old  tradi- 
tional interest  in  debating,  and  it  seems  altogether  likely  that  next  year  inter- 
collegiate contests  will  be  held.  Without  doubt,  Periclesian  Literary  Society  is 
an  asset  to  Franklin  College.

THE  purpose  of  the  Webster  Literary  Society  is  to  advance  the  standard 
of  intellectual  and  social  culture  of  its  members.  With  this  end  in  view, 
the  organization  has  outlived  any  other  organization  in  Franklin  College. 

It  was  first  organized  in  1852,  but  the  growth  was  so  remarkable  that  in 
1877  a  reorganization  was  effected,  and  in  1895  it  was  necessary  to  arrange  for 
a  larger  and  better  hall ;  so  the  Society  moved  from  what  is  now  the  Freeman 
Library  to  a  room  on  the  third  floor  of  Stott  Hall.  This  is  now  nicely  furnished 
and  is  known  as  Webster  Hall. 

Business  meetings  of  the  organization  are  held  on  Friday  afternoon  of 
each  week,  where  splendid  opportunity  for  training  in  parliamentary  law  is 
offered.  On  Friday  night  of  each  week  the  literary  meetings  are  held.  The 
first  part  of  each  meeting  consists  of  debates,  impromptus,  readings,  music,  etc. 
The  remainder  of  the  meeting  is  given  over  to  the  social  hour.  Two  of  the 
interesting  programs  given  this  year  were  a  mock  trial  by  jury  and  a  presenta- 
tion of  "The  Birds'  Christmas  Carol." 

Among  the  traditions  which  the  organization  maintains  are  the  Hallowe'en 
and  Christmas  meetings,  which  are  held  annually.  Both  of  these  were  very 
successful  this  year. 

The  Society  has  taken  an  added  enthusiasm,  and  with  Dean  Belknap  acting 
in  the  official  capacity  of  faculty  advisor,  the  future  success  is  assured.

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The  Johnson-Naftz^er  Meetings 

FRANKLIN  College's  most  successful  series  of  religious  meetings  was  held 
the  last  week  before  spring  vacation.  With  Dr.  Herbert  S.  Johnson, 
pastor  of  the  Warren  Avenue  Baptist  church,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  as 
speaker,  and  Mr.  Ernest  Naftzger,  noted  singing  evangelist,  in  charge  of  the 
music,  Franklin  students  were  lead  into  a  reawakening  of  things  spiritual  as 
never  before.  Doctor  Johnson  is  one  of  the  most  popular  pastors  of  the  East. 
He  speaks  to  the  largest  audiences  of  any  Boston  pastor  every  Sunday.  Mr. 
Naftzger  has  twice  been  around  the  world  as  singer  for  the  Chapman-Alexander 
meetings.  He  is  styled  by  Doctor  Johnson,  "the  greatest  singing  evangelist  in 
the  world." 

Things  at  Franklin  were  ripe  for  a  religious  renaissance  when  these  two 
men  arrived  on  the  scene.  They  started  into  the  meetings  in  their  own  way  at 
once,  and  the  good  they  accomplished  can  never  be  accurately  estimated.  Not 
by  appealing  to  emotions  did  Doctor  Johnson  win  his  religious  success,  but  to 
the  reasoning  powers  of  the  individual.  He  stated  his  opinions  calmly,  but 
forcefully,  and  they  sunk  deeply  into  the  hearts  of  all  who  heard.  The  college 
and  the  town-people  united  in  the  meetings  each  night,  and  large  crowds  at- 
tended. Doctor  Johnson  and  Mr.  Naftzger  had  charge  of  the  chapel  services 
each  morning,  and  through  these  they  did  a  considerable  amount  of  good.  How- 
ever, it  was  the  personal  interviews  that  counted.  Through  these,  Doctor  John- 
son led  many  students  to  a  Christian  decision. 

These  religious  meetings  will  go  down  in  Franklin  history,  never  to  be 
forgotten,  and  rightly  so.     The  good  they  accomplished  lives  after  them.
